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From the above statement, the commissioners come to the conclusion, that the bank

counted at the rate of eight percent. perannum. The sume clause further savs, 
"Noindividual, &c. shall be indebted, by discount on cthe: wise, in a greater sum 
than twe thousand dollars.” So amend this clause, as to allow the bank the privi- 
lege of discounting what is usually termed in bank, ‘* business paper,” and’ confine 
he limitation to accommedation paper having twelve months to run, . 

' In making these suggested alterations in the charter of this bank, the commission- 
tts have taken into view the great incgnvenjence, as well as expense, some of the cus- 
tomers ct this bank have to contend with in making partial payments on accommodation 
ntes, and they find a great many protests are made for failing ta pay the curtailments 
on the day they become,dué} which in most cases they believe to be owing to the 
persons forgetting, or not knowing, the very day. 

‘They view the second amendment proposed, as of much consequence to the com- 
manity jn the vicinity of this bank, believing, as they do, that paper made upon a 
bona fide trade or contract, is not only the best and safest, but will be more punctual- 
ly met than any other, consequently, it is the best paper a bank can trade in. Ifthe 
legislature should view these alterations in the samy light as viewed by the commis- 
sioners, they would further suggest that they are made before the ist of January, 
1834, that the new operation may cummence on that day. G 

Inclosing this report, the commissioncrs fecl it aduty they owe to the President, 
Directors and officers in the bank, to say, that they rendered them every assistance 
in their examination that could be wished or expected, and appeared desirous to have 
every thing fully and properly examined.

While an able and efficient administration of the laws, by an enlighten- 
ed and independent judiciary, has Secured to our citizens the blessings of 
civil liberty, a fertile soil and propitious seasons, have supplied them with 
all the necessaries and comforts of life. : 

The same exemption from disease, by which our State has heretofore 
been distinguished, is every where exhibited, and our gratitude to the Aw 
thor of all good, in an especial manner, is demanded, for having diverted 
from our people a pestilence, which, in its fatal progress, has desolated so 
many countries, and swept away so many millions of our species. The 
general competerce and increasing prosperity of our fellow citizens; our 
soil of almost- inexhaustible fertility; our navigable streams and salubrious 
élimate; our active and prosperous commerce; the busy scenes of industry 
and enterprise, which are beheld in every direction, and our mild and equal 
system of laws bespeak us, at once, the freest and happiest people on the 
face of the globe, and cannot fail to inspire us with reverence and devo- 
tion towards that Being to whose wisdom and goodness we are indebted 
for blessings so signal and inestimable. | 

The resolutions in relation to the line between Georgia and this State, 
have been transmitted to the governor of the former, ard his letter in an- 
swer to mine of the 27th March, contains assurances that the propositions 
which they contain, will be met by the authorities of Georgia, in a spirit 
of liberality and friendly compromise. He will reter the subject to the 
legislature of that State, and I shall probably be able to lay hefore you 
the result of their deliberations during your prsent session. The corres- 
pondence between governor Lumpkin and myself is herewith submitted. — 

In my last annual communication, I recommended the establishment ofa 
penitentiary as the best and most efficient means of providing a criminal 
code, which, according to the behests of the constitution, should be “found- 
ed on the principles of reformation, and not of vindictive justice.” My 
reflection and experience, since that period, have added strength and conf- 
dence to the opinions then advanced, and I beg leave, with increased ear- 
. nestness and solicitude, to urge that the work of improvement in our erim- 
inal jurisprudence be no longer delayed. In forming a system of criminal 
law, a just proportion between punishment and crime should not be over- 
looked. Surely if the demands of public justice ean be satisfied by inflict- 
ing death for the crime ef murder, milder punishments should be prescrib- 
‘ed for those offences which amount only to frauds against individuals and 
society. There is an immeasurable distance between forging the name of 
an individual, for a small sum of money, and taking his life ; and yet these 
‘offences, by our laws, are of equal grade, and placed upon the same foot- 
ing. ` In assigning appropriate punishment to the variety of offences whick 
itis the policy and duty of all governments to suppress, the whipping post, 
the pillory, and the branding iron, have been found totally inadequate te 
the great purposes of prevention and reformation. They have, with uner 
ring certainty, been traced to those remote periods when the harsh features 
of savagesociety had received no mitigation from the hand of modern ci- 
Pheapon and refinement ; and when they were doubtless invented as the 
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gnstruments, not of justice, but of cruelty and revenge, In severaliof the 
States of the Union-‘they have been laid aside as unworthy the enlightened 
period in which we live, and: condemned as being incompatible with our- 
free institutions. The penitentiary system, from the! experience of many 
years, has been found eminently successfiil in obviating the difficulties, 

which previous efforts have failed to overeome, of meteing out the punish- 
ment due to-every grade-of offence ; and the future historian will not fail. 
to cuba to it as the proudest triumph.of humanity which. the present:age 
can boast. , g : : 

It can no longer be regarded’ as a doubtful experiment. Those States, 
in which it has been adopted, find that it answers fully all the purposes fér;. 
which it was intended. Other States are ahout imitating “their example 
and: it is believed that Alabama should no longer hesitaie to enter upon a 
work promising such happy and beneficial results. l PS 

The annual report of the board'of trustees of the University embraces- 
a clear and perspicuous view of. the pecuniary transactions of that institu- 
tiom. This document is transmitted for the- inspection of the general as- 
sembly. 

The-department of instruction has been conducted in the most able and. 
satisfactory manner. Several young gentlemen were graduated at the end 
of the hast collegiate year; and‘their final examination was such as to afford: 
satisfactory evidence that they took leave of their scholastic pursuits with 

-an education that would notsuffer-by a comparison with that which is ob- 
tained at. the higher grades of, colleges in the United States. The police of 
the institution is upon a footing: to insure harmony and good order, and the 
discipline which has. been established aims at the moral as well as literary 
advancement of the- students. The provision, which the trustees have 
made, for giving tuition gratuitously to.one student of promising character 

Land indigent circumstances, from each county in the State, is worthy of 
more general attention. Should each.county avail itself.of this privilege, 
the blessings of education would be extended more widely through the 
State, and extended too! to-those whose talents might otherwise, in a great 
measure, be lost to the community. | i 

The University is, on the whole, in a flourishing and highly prosperous. 
condition, and under. the management of the professors who have been se- 
lected to take charge of its interests, the hopes and expectations of its 
friends and the public will doubtless be fully realized. Ft cannot byt be a 
source of pride and pleasure to the citizens of the State generally, that an 
institution promising so many blessings and benefits tq, the present and fu- 
ture youth of the country, has, at a period thus early in our history, been 
established and brought into successful operation. Jt should, as it doubt- 
less will, receive the vigilant attention and guardian superintendence of the 
Legislature, ın whose hands its destinies have beep placed. 

By virtue of the acts passed by the general assembly, at their last ses: 
sion, to establish branches of the State bank in the city of Mobile and in 
the Tennessee valley, and to increase the capital stoek of the branch bank 
at Montgomery, George Gaines, Esq. who was appointed the agent of the 

‘State, to sell the State bonds, or certificates ot State stock, proceeded with- 
out delay to the northern cities, and on the third of April effected a sale at 
theirpar value, to the amount of one million seven hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars, to J. D. Beers & Co. of the city of New York, and Thomas 
Wilson of & Co. of London. By the terms of the sale, payment was to be 
made in ten {nstalments, commencing on the 22d May, and ending on the 
4th October of the present year, all of which have been punctually paid,, 
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This sam was so divided as to give the branch at Mobile one million of 
dollars; the branch at Deeatur a half million of dollars, and that at Mont- 
gemery two hundred and fifty thousand dollars. The two former of these 
went into operation as soon as arrangements could be made, and they are | 
now in active operation. ro 

In this contract, it was agreed, that a preference in the purchase of the re.. 
maining one million seven hundre? and fifty thousand doilars should be 
given to these two houses, of which thes have since availed themeelves, 
aud the payment is to be made also in ten instalinents, commencing ou the 
4th December, and to be completed on the 4th September, 1834. 

It is believed that the agent has discharged the important trust confided 
to him with the utmost fidelity, and that the sale was the best that could 
possibly be made at the time and under the circumstances. It was gener- 
ally supposed, and confidently expected by Mr Gaines, when the acts cre- 
ating the stock were passed, that it would command a premium. Several 
causes, however, conspired to disappoint these anticipations, among which 
may be numbered an unusually large quantity of American stocks then in 
the market, and the prospects of a war in Europe. 

The plan which this State has adupted, of excluding from her banking 
system all individual and private interests, was at first regarded by many 
as doubtful and hazardous. It was by all considered a mere experiment, 
and every succeeding step taken for its extension was fully justified by its 
previous successful operations. Commencing at first with a very small 
capital, which has been gradually increased at different periods, and-only 
when the legislature were satisfied by experience, of the propricty of such 
increase, public eonfidence had kept pace with its enlargement, and the 
system hes reached its maturity with a credit and character which confirm. 
the wisdom of its establishment and confer lasting commendations upon 
those who have had the immediate direction of its affairs. | 

With the fortunes of this institution, the prosperity, credit and character 
of the State, are to some extent embarked, and no branch of the public ser- 
vice is more deserving the attention and solicitude of the legislature. 

Tam fully persuaded that a prudent management of its concerns will, in 
a few years, dispense with the necessity of taxation altogether, and next to 
furnishing the necessary amount of circulation, this should be regarded as 
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one of its principal advantages. | 

In conformity with the act of the 12th January, commissioners have been 
appointed to examine the condition of the branch Banks whese reports will 
be laid before you. 

At the last session of the general assembly the eigthth judicial circuit 
was created, and a member of that body was elected judge thereof. When 
thi- election took place, doubts were entertained of its constitutionality, as 
well by a large portion of its members as by many persons distinguished , 
for their attaizments in legal science. It afterwards became a subject of 
public discussion and a desire seemed to be felt by the community, that ils 
validity should be tested by a decision of the supreme court. Firmly 
persuaded, mysclf, that the election was not sanctioned by the constitution, 
and that it introduced the evil which was intended, by that instrument, to 
be effectually guarded against and prevented, I felt that I was called upon 
by the obligations of official duty, to place the case ina train for legal in- 
vestigation, and directed the attorney general to institute the necessary 
proceedings. Before taking this step, however, the opinion of that officer 
‘was required, which, together with that of another gentleman, whose legal 
reputation stood deservedly high, sustaincd and recommended its proprie 
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ty- I associated with the attorncy general, Arthur F. Hopkins, Esq., -a 
copy of whose legal opinion is herewith transmitted, shewing his views of 
the merits of the question,’ as well as the particular points, upon which I 
have sought to beinformed. _ The case. at the last term of the supreme 
court, was thoroughly investigated and ably argued, but the-court on ma- 
ture reflection determined that they could not entertain jurisdiction of the 
ease, Without encroaching upon the constitutional powers of the legislature. 
The opinion of this enlightened tribunal has not been published, and the 
information now communicated, is the result of impressions received from 
the attorneys who were engaged in the cause. The opinion and decision 
ofthe court, it is understood, will be delivered at length, atthe session 
which will commence in January. ! 

It is now respectfully submitted, whether the incidental opinion, indiea- 
ted by the election, is to be regarded as an expression of the deliberate 
sanse of the two houses, or whether, the subject should not receive a di- 
rect examination, with a view of placing the action of the legislature in the 
more durable and satisfactory form ofa joint resolution. The electiontock 
place at the close ofa lengthy and tedious session. No formal discussion 
whatever was had, and so little said, even in conversation, that members 
voted, it is believed, when the question of the eligibility of the person 
elected, had attracted but little of their attention.

Atany rate, there can be no doubt that a decision directly on the point, 
p 


attended with the formality and deliberation which are enjoined in the 
enactment of laws, would be more satisfactory to the public, and more de- 
serving the respect due to authoratative precedents. 

The clause of the constitution which controls this question, is in these 
words: ‘No senatoror representative shall, during the term for which 
he shall have been elected, be appointed to any civil office of profit, under 
this State, which shall have heen ercated, or {he emoluinents of which shall 
have been increased, during such term; except such offices as may be filled 
by elections by the people.” ‘The arzument and the only one I have 
heard in favor of the appointment is, that the formation of the circuit does 
not create the office, but Ai the office of cireuit court judge was created 
by that clause of the constitution which is as follows: ‘The judicial power 
of this State shall be vested in one supreme court, circuit courts to be 
held in each county in the State, and such inferior courts of law and equity, 
to consist of not more than five members, as the general assembly may, 
from time to time, direct, ordain and establish.” It may be admitted, for 
all the purposes of this PTS that this part of the constitution crented 
the circuit courts. though it does nothing morc than require, that the Ie- 
gislature shall establish ag many of these ccurts as, in its judgment, the site 
uation of the country a the necessities ef the people require. 

, The error, which lies at the foundation of this position, is to be found in 
the fact, that the expressions ‘count and orricr are held to mean the same 
thing. But this is not the case. No two things are more different. A 
court is a branch of tlic judicial department of the government, and it is 
not more an office than that department itself. In common parlance, we do 
not say that an individual holds the office of the circuit court, but the 
office of judge of the circuit court. It isthe supcEsHrp and not the 
COURT which constitutesithe ofice. The judge, the clerk and the sheriff 
are all officers of the court, and cach fills an office. The supreme court, 
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affords a conclusive illu lration əf this matter. , That branchjof the 
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ary is now filled by three julges. Each holds a separate and distinct of 
fice. Should the Legislature, at their present sesion, appoint an addition. 
al judge, as they may do, will not a new office be created, and can it be 
eontended that this judgeship was created! by the constitution ? 

An instrument which professes as the constitution does, to establish gene. 
ral and leading principles, should always be construed with reference to the 
intention of its framers. The object which the convention had in view, 
was obviously, to prevent the legislature from providing places for them. 
selves; and if the setae contended for be not correct, it appears to 


_ me that no definitejor sensible meaning can ‘be ascribed to the clause under 


consideration. 

Whatever may be the decision of the legislature, the title which the 
present incumbent has to the office cannot be effected. It has been confer. | 
red on him not by his own act, and he cannot be displaced except upon } 
charges for improper conduct in discharging his official duties, for which no | 
one will pretend there is any foundation. 

At the period of your last session, the dissatisfaction produced in the | 
southern States by the protective policy of the general government, and the : 
measures of resistance adopted by one of these States had excited appre. 
hensions throughout the country for the safety of the Union. I then ven- 
tured to express the belief, that the system would yield to the influence of 
public opinion, and that as soon as the difficulties interposed by the contest, 
which was then going on for the office of president, should be removed, the 
grievances of which the planting States had so long and so justly complain. 
ed, would be speedily redressed. 

At the last session of congress, thedistinguished champion of the ‘‘Ame- 
rican system,” and the riyal candidate of General Jackson for the presi- 
dency, was the first to announce the truth of this, prediction, and he 
lost no time in availing himself of the existing state of things, to obtain, for 
the manufacturing interests, a highly advantageous compromise. The 
modification of the tariff was, for the time being, acquiesced in by the 
south, on the ground alone, that it afforded one of the States of the Union 
an opportunity of making a safe and honorable retreat from the precipice te 
which she had been hurried by the impetuosity! of her statesmen. Jt gave 
quiet to the country, and for that reason was hailed as the harbinger of bet- 
ter times—as a measure which would pave the way fur others, which would | 
completely restore to the Union its wonted harmony. ' When it is consid- | 
ered that the burthen of a protective tariff had been borne by the south fot | 
ten years, the time allowed for its reduction was unreasonably Jong. : Some 
portion of the benefit of this promised reformation should have been be- | 
stowed on the present, and not reserved, asthis bill provides, for the next } 
generation. The bill should be remodelled as soon as it can be done with- 
out renewing the discontent and dissatisfaction which have been so happily 


Copies of resolutions from nearly all the States of the Union’ have been 
forwarded to this department, dissenting in the most unqualified terms from | 
the theory of nullification. Such have been thepromptness and unanimity 
with which the people of the United States have placed their seal of con- 
demnation upon this political chimera, that to urge its doctrines any longer 
would justly subject its advocates to the imputation of persisting in estab 
lished error. There is no heresy however absurd, which, with the same 
weight of talent engaged in its support, would not be equally successful in 
obtaining converts; an the unprecedented unanimity with whioh it has 
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peen rejected is to be accounted for by the fact, that its direct tendency ‘to © 


dissolve the Union is apparent to the humblest capacity. The reserved 
tights of the States rest upon a surer and more solid foundation. The wis- 
dom of our system has secured them against every emergency, short of 
open and avowed usurpation. Their preservation and protection are amply 
rovided for,| in the checks and restraints which the two houses of con- 

ssand the executive reciprocally impose on each other in the constitu- 
fons of the States and the operations of their laws—in the frequency of 
dections—in a concert of sentiment and action among the States, for the 
purpose of giving a proper direction to publie opinion, and finaliy, te an 
independent virtuous and enlightened judiciary. 

At the last session of congress, a bill was passed through both branches 
of that body. to distribute the future proceeds of the sales of the public land 
mong the several States, to be by them appropriated in such manner and 
tosuch objects as they may/direct. The president of the United States 
withheld his signature from|the bill, and for that reason it failed to become 


alaw. The large vote given in favor of this measure induces the belief,. 


that an attempt to carry it will be made at the ensuing session, and just ap- 
prehensions are felt, that although, it will have to encounter the firm and 
decided opposition of the States which contain this description of public 
property, it will be successful. 


The views entertained by the president on this subject, as disclosed in — 


his message of December last, appear to me conclusive, and must command 
the approbation of all unprejudiced minds. Previous to the formation of 
the constitution, the waste lands owned by the States were ceded to the 
United States to meet the expenses of the war of the revolution. They may 
now be considered as relieyed from this pledge, and in the language of the 
president, “it is our true policy that the public lands shall cease, as. soon 
as practicable, to be a source of revenue, and that they be sold to settlersin 
limited parcels, at a price barely sufficient to reimburse to the United States 
the expense of the present system, and the cost arising under our Indian 
compacts, The advantages of accurate surveys and undoubted titles now 
secured to purchasers, seem to forbid the abolition of the present system, 
because none can be substituted which will mere perfectly accomplish these 
important ends. It is desirable, however, that in a convenient time this 
machinery be withdrawn from the States, and that the right of soil and 
the future disposition of it be surrendered to the States, respectively, in 
which it lies.” ‘Fhese are the liberal and enlightened views which should 


low from a statesman who looks with anxious solicitude to the rights of the . 


‘States and the harmony ef the Union. They, in the true spirit of patriot- 


im, overlook all local and sectional interests, and regard the duration of © 


our happy form of gevernment as above all considerations involving the 
calculations of dollars and cents. 

When this proposition for disposing of the public lands, was first con- 
teivedy the uhited opposition of the new States was anticipated, and the 
opinion was entertained (erroneously, as I trust the result will show) that 
their consent could be obtained, by adding ten or fifteen per cent to the 
mount to which they would be entitled, by the rule of distribution. The 
reflection of a moment will show that this should have no influence, and 
that the benefits which it holds out, as an inducement to embark in the 
speculation, will not be a feather in the scale, against the permanent disad- 
vantages in which it will involve the new States. The scheme is obviously 
designed to keep up the public domain at the highest possible rate, and to 
defeat all exertions to reduce its price. The inhabitants of the new States 
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will be the principal purchasers, and how can it benefit then io receive fif. 
teen per cent of the purchase money, when they will be compelled to buy 
at a price ranging from fifty to one hundred per cent above that at which 
the land would otherwise be sold? ; | 

But the proposition goes to establish a relationship between the old and 
new States, heretofore unknown. which cannot fail to be highly injurious 
tothe latter. The public lands have alwnvs been regarded as a source of 
revenue to the general government, and the legislation ef congress in rel. 
tion to them. has been with a view to the general interests of the Union,— 
Should the plan’ under consi-leration be adopted, congress would no lon- 
ger exercise over the publie demain. the control which; would become the 
legislature of a great and united people, but asa mere agent for some of the 
Stes, its laws would bemade for their exclusive benefit, to the great inu- 
ry and prejudice ef the others. Possessing as they would a separate and. 
individu interest in the svi] contained in the new States, a combination gs 
invincible as the passion of avarice itself, and more odious than a direetie 
pendence on their respective State governments, would be the inevitable 
result. | 

Sheald Alshama, as has been her eustom, ask for a few small tracts for 
the erection of public buildings in her new countics, or for a donation to 
enabie her to carry on some great work of internal improvement; or 
shouid she memorialize congress to extend to some of her enterprising 
eitizens the privilege of pre-emption, Massachusetts would raise the objec: 
tion at once, that her annual dividend would be reduced; which she hs 
long since ascertained, will amount to one hundred and twenty-seven thov- 
sand two hundred and twenty-five dollars and forty one cents. Othe 
States, having a similar interest would be called upon to settle all applic: 
tions of this kind, by consulting their arithmeties, and the liberal policy: 
which hss been heretofore extenJed to as, and of which we shall hereaiter| 
stand in need, wil] be made to vield to that selfish legislation which Jooks 
to the advantage of particul:r sections of the Union. Laws to preven 
the commission of waste, should this measure be adopted, and to prohib: 
all settlements upon the publie land, would be enacted, as a natural and ne 
cessary consequence, and enforced with the utmost rigor. Our citizeas 
would be perpetually annoyed by indictments and prosecutions, ani be 
greatly harrassed in other resptets. Collisions between the State and fed- 
eral government, would be of frequent occurrence, tending powerfully to 
alienate the affections of the people from the latter and to weaken the bonuss 
by which the union of these States has been so happily preserved. 

Other views than those now presented, which the limits of a communi 
cation of this kind canr:ct embrace, showirg the impolicy of the measure 
will readily suggest themselves to the genera] sssembly; and the subjectis 
submitted to their consideration'in the cenfidcut belief, that they wiil pur 
sue such course as will vircieate the rights of the State, and promote th: 
interest and prosperity of their coustiiuents. 

About the first cf August lest, a citizen of the county of Russell, by te 
name of Owen, was killed bv a party of soldiers who had been placed u- 
der the direction of the deputy marshal for the southern district of Al 
bama, for the purpose of removing from the Creek cowitry, such persons3 
had intruded upon Indian possessions.. This officer had previously mate 
frequent incursions among our people with the soldiers of the United State 
whose illegal and irregular conduct hed produced much dissatisfaction 
which, after the murder of Owen, kindied into an excitement that was raf

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throughout the State. I was at once satisfied that the mode adopted by the 
government to carry the stipulations of the treaty into effect, and to evict 
intruders, could not fail-to | produce serious and unpleasant diffcultiessand 
that it would lead to unhappy, and perhaps dangerous excesses. : a 
On the 26th of August, [addressed a letter to the secretary of war, call- 
ing his attention to this unfortunate occurrence, and suggested that a resort 
ùr the protection of the Indians, to our statute against Juorcible entries and 
delainers, would be equally effectual, better suited to the habits of our 
cople, and more congenial to the spirit of our institutions. The correse

At the date of my first letter, it will be seen, there was no apprehension 

‘that any design existed to remoye the whole body of the sttlers, and I read 
the order of. the war department of the 26th) August, which was publish- 
el by the marshal about the middle of September, with the deepest re- 

ret. Upon a large portiehof the inhabitants, it was to be executed with- 
out distinction and without delay. It is obvious that this document owes 
itsorigin to the letters of|/the deputy marshal written in the months of 
July and August last, and the president himself will deplore the omission 
to give the settlers time and opportunity to correct the erroneous imprese 
sions which these letters have produced. 

No doubt is entertained that general Jackson, in the course he has pure 
sued, was influenced alone by considerations of public duty, and no one 
wuld suppose that he had any wish to injure or harrass the people of this 
sate.

The facts which have been stated, as such, to the secretary of war, are 
contradicted by many gentlemen of undoubted respectability, and the hid- 
cous story of abuses practised on the Indians by < lawless violence,” are 
fncy sketches drawn io answer particular purposes, which are now pare 
tally disclosed and will soon be fully developed. , 

Mr Allen C. Stillman, of Macon county, who writes ‘in behalt of ma- 
ny: of his fellow citizens,” states that, «¢ We have intruded on no Indian 
improvement, nor appropriated any thing of thcirs to our use. The mar- 
shal says that the Indians burnt and destroyed their (the Indians’) houses. 
Itis a little singular that, residing as we do in the nation, we never heard 
of these outrages, until we received the news from Washington city. We 
hesitate not to reject such marvellous tales, nor will the public give crc- 
cence to them unless they are supported by better evidence than hired In- 
dians, who are made 10 say whatever the speculators wish. Let the mar- 
thal point out to, us any person who has taken the lands of the Indians, 
burned their houses, &e: ard he necd not call in the assistance of the United 
States troops. . | ; 

s We have every reason: to believe the speculators, many of whom reside 
vot in the State, have influenced a few of she chiefs to make misrepresen- 


tations to the marshal, and they are published as the voice of the nation. 
But residing on the spot we know better.. The object of the speculator is 
to banish the eccupant, and then the Indians will be in their power, and 
they can purchase their lands on such terms as they please without oppe- 
sition, ?? i 
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< Mr. Elijah Holtsclaw, of Chambers county, also, speaking of the dif. 
culties produced by the proceedings of the deputy marshal, says * not one 
of them (the whites) were permitted to produce testimony 1n their defence, 
There were some cases in which the citizens had to pay two hundred and 
fifty dollars, only on the say so of someone or two Indians or Indian coun- 
trymen of the most degraded class, stating that they had been treated amiss 
by’sueh citizens. It is by the request of a large number of your constit. 
uents, I address you these lines. Iam not one of thosé who was prostrat. 
ed or fell a prey to marshal law, but am an eye witness to a large number 
of cases conducted and determined as aboye stated. ‘The names of some 
of those who suffered in Chambers county, are and ———, &c. al] 
men of the first standing in sociefy.”” 

The honorable T. S. Martin, judge of the county court of Russell county, 
a gentleman of inteHigence and unblemished reputation, states that ‘ewe 
are daily expecting more troops at this post, as we understand, for the 
avowed purpose of putting every person out in a short time, ‘and should 
this be the case, it would seem hard to make those pay tax to the support 
of government, who will be so heavily taxed, as to give up their improve. 
ments, and many perhaps, have to give one half their crops for the privi- 
lege of staying long endugh ‘to save the ether, for such conduct was the 
deputy marshal guilty of where he has lately been. 

Judge Clough, of Macon county, who is favorably known as a member 
of the general assembly, wrote on the 2d Oétober, “that he had received 
letter from Mr Austill, ordering myself and all the settlers to remove out 
of the Creek territory within two weeks. We have our all in the nation, 
and are ruined if we are compelled toremove. We rented from individu- 
al Indians who cleared the fields, and have paid them in advance. When 
the deputy marshal visited us in August last, he held a council of the 
chiefs, and we were all termed intruders. We tofd the marshal we had 
the obligations of the Indians for the land we cultivated. He would not 
look at them. We told him all we wanted was a fair investigation, but 
that was denied.” 

I lay before the legislature, the ‘letter and proceedings of a public meet- 
‘ing in Taladega county. It will be seen by these that all intrusions upos 
“indian premises are diselaimed and are denied to have taken place in tha | 
“country. 

Judge Collier’s letter to the honorable S. W. Mardisis herewith transmitted. 
In the opinions which he expresses, the attorney general, Mr Martin eom. 
curs. These gentlemen are so generally and so favorably known to the 
public, that their statements will be received with implicit confidence 
The facts which judge Collier states are the result of partieular inquiries, 
and have been obtained from the most respectable sources. < Desirous,” 
says he, ‘‘of being informed of the truth of the rumors we had heard as 
to intrusions upon Indian possessions, I sought information from many ger- 
tlemen whose character for truth, entitle them to the fullest belief, all of 
whom concurred in assuring me, that individual cases may have occurred, 
in whick the white settlers may have wrongfully occupied the Indian im- 
provements ; but such cases had never reached their knowledge. They 
also expressed the belief that so just and favorable was public opinion to- 
wards the Indians, that no interference with their rights would be tolerat 
` ed, and that the settlers would readily lend their aid to the Indians agains! 

the intruders.? ‘The concluding part of this very satisfactory document is 
worthy of attention. <‘ Many of the settlers entertain the opinion that the 
znformers of the secretary of war, are interested in their removal, and the 
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nost of the Indjans who have co-operated with them have a similar intere 
at. His not difficult to imagine how the pecuniary interest of some might 
jeadvanced by the execution of the order, and so strange are the repre- 
entations řecited by the secretary in his letter of the 5th September ta 
his excellency the governor, as having been made to the department, that 
jam not prepared te denounce the suspicion as groundless. ‘That the facts, 
which have induced the action of ihe executive branch of the federal gov- 
enment, cannot be made manifest by proof, I do not question.” . . 

Mr. Austill himself, speaking of individuals whom he had subjected te 
his jurisdiction, states that *¢ those persons have not taken possession of the 
deared lands of the Indians, yet they prevent the Indians who are entitled 
t reservations (but have not located themselves) from settling where they 
had commenced building. I have determined to remove them forthwith 
tom the nation, and lo deliver their crops [this was the 8th July] to the 
chief of the town, and to Lurn their buildings.” a 

From the facts disclesed in these extracts, it seems to me there can.be no 
dificuity in determining that the confidenceof the president has been abused; 
ad that the information upon which he has been induced to rely, in rela- 
tion to the character of the settlers, the condition of the Indians, and in- 

ifusions upon their improvements, is without any foundation. The deputy 
marshal himself has been guilty of more and- greater outrages upon the sel- 
ders, than any which can be proved against them, as appears by the above 
slatements. 4 

Itis now generally admitted that an unprincipled speculation ‘is the 
suree from which all the troubles of the settlers have proceeded, and itis 
firmly believed that the chiefs have been induced to complain by being _ 
promised an interest in the operation.. The individuals who are supposed 
to have originated the speculation do not reside in the ceded territory, and 
of course will experience none of the hardships of the contemplated te. 
moval. 

After the order of removal was published by the marshal, numerous and 
aflicting appeals, by the settlers, were made to the executive to interpose 
their behalf, stating that they had been encouraged to make their settle- 
ments by the general policy whieh the government had adopted in relation - 
tothe publie lands, by the express permission of the secretary of war,and 
by the laws of the State. Many of them affirmed that they never enter- 
tained the belief for a moment, that any attempt woyld be made to remove 
them, after the country was laid off into counties, and all the necessary of- 
fcers were appointed. I lost no time in endeavoring to quiet their appre- 
hensions, by informing them of the contents of my letter to the secretary 
of. war, of the 26th August, and assuring them that I had every reason to 
believe they would be permitted to remain, if they did not interfere with 
the property of the Indians, When the secretary’s answer was received, 
however, I was painfully convinced that 1 had been mistaken, and that the 
president was immovable in his purpose of expelling from the “ ceded ter- 
ritory,” the entire body of white inhabitants. This conviction was in no 
degree weakened by the emphatic declaration of the secretary of war that 
the government has “a solemn duty-to perform, which they cannot and 
will not neglect.” : 

At this time the greatest agitation existed in the new counties. Every 
where public mectings were called, at which strong but just views were 
taken of the incalculable injury in which their removal would involve 
them. It was distinctly perceived, when the business of burning houses. 
end delivering craps to the chiefs, shou}d cammence, thet the exasperated. 
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feclings of the people would urge them to stand by their Wives, their chil. 
dren and their property, that “bloodshed would be the inevitable conse. 
quence, and that many valuable lives would be lost., In the mean time, | 
the troops of the United States had taken their position at Fort Mitchell, 
and active preparations were making to move in upon the settlers. Atl 
this period, apparently so gloomy, I issued a proclamation to ihe inhabi. | 
tants of the new counties, herewith submitted, recommending and exhort. | 
ing them to look with unshaken confidence to the law for protection, to 
submit to any process from the courts of the United States, and to abstain § 
from all acts of unlawful violence towards the Indians. The civil officers | 
were advised to issue, promptly, all necessary process for the apprenensior | 
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of offenders, and the pt opie generally were iustruetea to look to ‘ue cours | 
as affording mere certaia preison than they could expeet from a canfu» J 
ed and disorcerly resort to the ir arme. ! 

“lis step had th. + fect, at ace, to quiet the minus of the, citizens ; t | 
inspire confider: - in the efficacy of the laws, and to put a stop to the con- 
temyinted movement vf the troops: thus ailurding a practical and impres-| 
sive illustration of the great truths so often and so ably advocated by the] 
president himself; that the constitution of the United States, and the con- 
stitutions and laws of the several States, as they are understood by the com. | 
mon sense of mankind, are sufficient for any emergency, and that the laws 
in their usual and customary operation, will stay the hand of encroachment, j 
in whatever quarter it may appear. 

All officers of the army are furnished with a perpetual order of congress 
to deliver up any officer or soldier, charged with ad offence against the law 
of the State, and as long as this safeguard of civil liberty shall be respect. 
ed, no citizen necd be alarmed for the security of his person or his pre- 
perty. 

‘Sincerely convinced, as the president doubtless is, of the propriety of the 
course he has adopted, and consel n'ious as he is admitted to be, in his 
views upon this subject, it my estimate of his character is not wholly er 
roncous, he will never disregard the process of our courts. 

If the deputy marshal had confined himself to actual intruders ; if hti 
had sought to remove such persons only as had wantonly invaded the rights 
of the Indians, no complaints would have been made. Though, accore | 
ing to strict law, he would, in these cases, have been a trespasser, yet his] 
conduct would have been overlooked, or it would have been, regarded a] 
an irregularity, which, under peculiar circumstances, sometimes conduees 
to the good order of society. But this has not been the case. It seem] 
that he has put himselfunder the direction of some of the chiefs, and many 
are placed on the list of the provcribed, without being heard in their de 
fence, who would be first to administer to the wants of the Indians, and] 
would be exemplary citizens in the best regulated society. 

The letter, which is transmitted, of the honorable P. 'F. Harris, together 
with the accompanying documents, shows that the grand jury of Russel 
county have returned a bill of indictment, for murder, against the seldiers 
and officers who were concerned in the death of Hardeman Owen ; that 
application in due furm, was made to the commanding officer at Fort mitch- 
ell to deliver them over to the civil authorities, which was rejected, the! 
the officers and troops of the United States, at this post, have set our laws 
and our courts at defiance, and that the power.of the county is not sufficient 
to-arrest the offenders. ‘Though fall power is conferred on the executive, 
by the constitution, to call forth the militia in cases of this kind, yet sit 
cerely desirous of avoiding all collision with the government or any of its 
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officers, and not doubting that they would be ordered to be delivered up 
for trial, I have deemed it wanecessary to take any other step, tin trans- > 
mit the desnatches to the war department, for the consideration of the pre- 
sident, which was done on the 23d ultimo. I regard this occurrence, at 

resent, as an individual and temporary evasion of the process, and am con- 
fident that it will continue no longer than the necessar: -wiers can be trans- 
mitted from Washingion city. ; : 

The lands owned by the general government, within t's limits of several 
of the Western States, have been the source of cifienity and contention, 
and in some instances pliasib!e argements have been advanced in favor of 
th: title of chose States te the soil, on the ground that rusa title is necessa- 
ty to the free exercise of yavisdietion. f 

Ido not concur in this doctrine, though I eniertain ne doubt, that the 
right to the soil is inferior to the right of jurisdiction, and that the former 
weuld have to yield to the latter, should cireumstances render it necessary, 
It is undoubtedly proper that neither should be used to the detriment of the 
other. A State should give countenance to no course of legislation that 
would be injurious to the. property of the general government, and the iat~ 
ter is equally bound to make such use of the public lands as not to embar- 
rass or interfere with the jurisdiction of the former. 

Whether our citizens have wrongfully made their settlements in the 
Creek country, and whether Alabama can justify herself in exercising ju- 
risdiction by dividing it off into countics, are inquiries which have an inti- 
mate connexion with the present controversy. $ - 

The present administration hating decided at an carly period, that the 
intercourse ast of 1802, could not be enforced in those States which had 
exterded their laws over the Indians, a large proportion of the population 
now proposed to be expelled had settled upon these lands previous to 
March, 1332, when the treaty was made. The treaty containsa stipula- 
tion for the henefit of these settlers, which secures to them the right of res 
maining during that year, or ‘until their crops are gathered.” It provides 
also that the lands shail be surveyed, as soon as the sene ran be conven- 
iently done after the ratificationof the treaty, and when tne same is sur- 
veyed, to allow ninety principal chiefs of the Creek tribe io select onc sce- 
tion each, and every other head of a Creek family to select onc half section 
tach.” ‘The lands were not surveyed, and the selections made as carly as 
Was anticipated, and in December, 1832, that the secretary of war, regurd- 
ing the spirit and intention, ratherthan the strict letter of the treaty, ad- 
dressed to colonel Kiug, judge Clay and Samuel W. Mardis, Esq’s. mems 
bers of congress, the folowing letter: 

Gentlemcn—In answer to your letter of the 6th instant, I have the honot 
to inform you that in the execution of the stipulations of the Creck treaty; 
it is certainly the wish of the government to avoid all unnecessary severity 
towards our citizens, who are located on any part of the ceded territory. 
It is the duty of the executive to preserve the public faith, and to fulfil on 
the part of the United States those compacts under which the Indians ced- 
ed to us very important and valuable rights. It is to be hoped that every 
just citizen will feel and acknowledge the obligations of the governnicnt 
upon this subject, and will interpose no unnecessary difficulty in the @xcer- 
ton of this duty. Taking into view the facts that the season for agrienl- 
tural labor will not arrive for some time, that the surveys are nearly com- 
pleted, and that as soon as they are reecived, the locations of the individua 
reservations will be made, and the tract selected for each will be assigned 
‘aad delivered to him. Ido not see that any injury would result ta the Ins

dians, by permitting thosc persons who ohtained pesceable possession af 
the land on which they live. and do not retain it to the exclusidn of any 
Indian jusily entitled to it, to occupy those tracts till the several selections 
aremade. If, however, any of them are selected for the Indians, it will be 
expected that the occupants relinquish possession, within thirty days after 
such selection is made. This arrangement seems to me to be an equitable 
‘one, and I trust will] be satisfactory to all persoas interested in the subject. 
I hope further, that after the locations are made, quick possession will be 
relinquished to the Indians, so that the government will not be compelled 
to resort for that purpose to measures which I am anxious to avoid. In- 
structions will be given in conformity with these views.

Other letters, to the same effect. were written at the same time, to the 
honorable Gabriel Moore, and to S. Williams, and others in Pike county. 

When the selections are, made, the treaty imposes no obligation on the 
government to remove any individual from the ceded territory, and it will 
then be in the situation of all other pubiic land. 

The permission to remain is given, on the condition there is te be no in- 
terference with Indian possessions, and if it be observed, the secretary of 
war admits that no “injury would result to the Indians.” Nothing was 
more natural than the opinion which every one formed, that other persons, 
than those who had this express permission to remain, might safely move 
into the ceded territory provided they adhered to the rule laid down by the 
war department: and this express and implied permission furnishesat once 
the reason of so large a community being now upon these lands. 

After the publication of those letiers, no one, whatever his respect for 
the laws and for the rights of others, could have supposed he was doing 
wrong or violating any of the duties of a good eitizen, by making a settle- 
ment in this part of the State; and it is submitted to the impartial judgment 
of all candid minds, whether the great body of the settlers have not been 
involved in their present difficulties without any fault on their part. 

When the act of the last session was passed, laying this country off into 
counties, the letters of the secretary of war were before the legislature. — 
Without this measure, the people would have been deprived of separate 
representation for the next six years, and it was obvious that our laws could 
uot be made.to operate with effect upon a population so large and so rapidly 
increasing. The policy and views of the administration in relation to the 
Indians were made known, and the act, while ander consideration, wasre- 
garded as being in piri accordance therewith. The treaty extinguished 
the Tndian titie tu fne kant and the Indians had become citizens of the Stale 
and amenable to its hws by their own consent, thereby obviating all objec- 
tions growing out of our fermer relations with their people, All saw and 
acknowledged the neeessiiy of the measure, and none objected to it. The 
general agsembly were influcneed in their course by considerations of public 
duty and public policy, and it certainly never entered the mind of any oue 
that they ‘were encroaching upon the property rights of the United States. 

It is dificult to anticipate the effects that would result from the abolition 
of these counties. All criminals and persons indieted for offences, will be 
discharged; all suits will be discontinned; the courts and all offices abolish- 
- ed; officers will lose their placcs, and, in fine, such is the intimate counex- 

ion between these and the other counties of the State, that to destroy them, 
would embarrass and derange the administration of justice generally, and 
introduce perplexing confusion threugh the whole machinery of the State 
government. l | | 
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I come now, to cxamine the grounds upon which the secretary of war 
assumes theaight to remove our citizens, by military force, from the lang 
ceded by the treaty of March, 1852. The Sth article of the treaty provideg' 
that “all intruders upon the country hereby ceded shal] be,removed there. 
from, inthe same manner as intruders may be removed by law from other 
public land, until the country is surveyed and the selections made.*? The. 
‘manner it is contended is by military force as mare in the act of 
congress of the 3d March, 1807. That act, if it be interpreted literally, 
ecnfers, I agree, upon the president, a diseretionary power to employ mili. 
tary force for the repulsion of intruders from the public lands, and this co- 
` struction might be insisted on with some color of propricty, if a mere ques. 
tion of property w re depending between individuals. But this rule is net 
obligatory on the president. ' As the executive organ of the government 
he should give the law such cdnstruction as will in the best manner aceom- 
plish its objects. 'Fhis was, as all will ‘admit, to protect the public domain 
from injury, so as to enabie the government to disposé of it at the highest 
price. It is impossible to conceive that any other considerations could have 
induced its passage. The fact that the president is invested with a discre- 
tion to expel intruders or not, as he may schoose, furnishes conclusive evi- 
dence that congress did not intend to prohibit settlements on the public 
Jand, under all circumstances and in every possible case. If such had been 
their intention, no discretion would hayce been allowed, and the law would 
have been imperative in its terms. 
If, at the approaching session of congress, that body were to ask of the 
executive to be informed, why the act of 1807, had not been put in foree 
against intruders, his ready answer would be, that the settlers had net in- 
jured the public property, that, they had violated none of the rules and 
regulations mace for the preservation and disposal of the territory of the 
United States, that they had set up no claim to the land, and -there was nv 
evidence that they intended to interfere with er In any manner oppose the 
views and policy of the government in relation to theipublic domain. Hc 
would show that the cultivation of the lod enhanced its value, and that 
settlements for the purpose of cultivation had been encouraged by congress 
by a course of legislation of thirty years. 
If such would be his reply to congress, how can any other be made to 
the Creek chiefs, or their application for the expulsion of the settlers from 
the lands they have ceded.- The act of 1807, must be construed without 
any referencg to the treaty. The instrument caunot vary its meaning, nor 
confer on the president any new authority. He is bound to give the act 
now the interpretation by which he has always been governed; and if it 
was not his duty-to evict the settlers heretofore, it scems to me that the 
conclusion cannot be evaded, that itis equally his duty now not to distrust 
them. 
For the purpose of showing that other presicents have given to the act, 
the constiuction now contended for, the proclamation of Mr Madison bis 
been referred tv. That paper was issued to put down combinations then 

upposed to be forming by the settlers, to deter purchasers froni bidding 
for the public landas, in dircet vielation of Jaw and in contravention of the 
settled policy of the government. This appears from the following extrac! 
of instructions from the seeretary of war, dated 15th October, 1815- | 
“They (the intruders) settle upon all the choice spots, and form combine 
tions tu deter purchasers from bidding for the lands so settled, and in thé 
manner deprive the goyernment of the probability of receiving more thas 
two dollars per acre.” The order contained in the proclamation was cout 
termanded by an act of congress of March, 1816, giving the settlers pet 
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mission fo remain, which was kept in forcé by other acts, until the lands: 
were brought into market in the year 1819, 

In my correspondence with the secretary of war, I did not deem i it ne- 
cessary to inquire whether the act of 1807, could be enforced within the 
limits of a State. Subsequent reflection has led me to the conclusion, that 
tis operation was intended to be confined exclusiyely to the territories of 
the United States. ; 

Ree early as the year 1785, when colonel Harmar was engaged in remov- 

g intruders from the public lands in.the western country, the commission- 
ais sof Indian affairs dirceted him to empley such military force as he might 
judge necessary in-driving off persons attempting to to settle on the lands of 
the United States, ‘not within the limits of ` any particular State? < 

It isa principle recognized in all our institutions, on the obseryance of 
which the safety and securit y of the citizeus depend, that the provisions of 
a law cannot “be executed by any offieer, when a fact is to be ascertained 
involving the ‘rights of an individual. Iu all such cases a judicial investi- 
gation is necessary. -The intervention of the courts is indispensable, t unless 
‘there is the same certainty that exists in executing civil or judicial process. 
The act of 1802, prohibiting settlements upon Indian lands, cauld be exc- 
cuted in this way, because no fact was to be ascertained. The boundaries - 
of the country were as well known as those of a county, and the presence 
of a white man was legal proof that the law had been violated. 

Is this the case in those States where large bodies of the public land have 
been sold in several tracts, which lie in confusion with waste lands through- 
out an entire district? It. is impossible that the marshal can distinguish 
them, without tracing lines, examining title papers, &c. and, in many in- 
stances, without entering into investi gations quite as tedious and perplexing 
as those which occur in actions of ejectment. 

If the construction which I have placed on the act of 1807, be admitted, 
there can be no objection to the treaty. Its provisions can be executed 
without dificulty and in strict-eonformity with our laws, But it is decid- 
ed otherwise, and if necessary, the settlers are to be rem roved by military 
force. Admitting, for the present, that tL. government have the right te 
remove intruders from the publio land, I insist that so much of the Sth 
article of the treaty as stipulates for the eviction of the settlers from tHe 
Indian improvements, before the selections arc made, and fromthe selec- 
lions after they are located, is an encroachment upon the ordinary and as- 
knowledged jurisdiction of “this State and ought notte be executed. 

Much argument will be sayed in the discussion of this branch of the 
subject, by ‘stating the positions which have been admitted by the president, 
and which, of course, are not debateable in this controversy. They are, 

ist. ‘Phat a treaty with the Indians cannot, inaay degree, deprive a State 
of its jurisdiction. 

2d. ‘That the right to extend our laws over the Indians previous to the 
extinguishment of title to their lands, was as full and complete as it gan be 
alierwards. 

And 3d. That the Indians were, when the treaty was made, citizens ĝi 
Alabama and their persons and property subject to her laws. 

With these admissions, it only remains to be proven, that the Indian 
improvements are, and these rescrvations, when made, will be private prô- 
perty. The scerctary of war in his letter of the 22d ultimo, seems tô ad- 
mit that this will be the case with these selections, but insists that, until 
they are located, the Indian fields, &e. will be public land. An individual 
case will demonstrate that this conclusion cannot be cerrect. A. By the 
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hcad of ‘a family, when the treaty was made, was in possession of a field of 
fifty acres including his cabins. By the terms of the treaty, the United 
States are to survey the land, and to allow A. B. one section so asto include 
his improvements. Now, is not this field as fully the private property of 
A. B. as it wilt be after the metes and bounds of his traét are designated? 
He does not know how much land he will be entitled to on the north op 
south of his field, but there is no certainty as te the field itself. eo 

But if these improvements be public land, the act of 1807 makes no 
exception in favor of.the Indians, and they are equally liable with the 
white settlers to be expelled from the ceded territory. It is not material 
toinquire what kind of estate the Indians have in their ficlds and improve- 
ments—it is sufficient that they have a property in the possession, which, 
together with their persons, is subject exclusively to the laws of the State, 

There are several thousand heads “of families in the situation of A. B. 
and the question is, shall the marshal take cognizance of the trespasses or 
supposed trespasses which may be committed on the property, of- shall 
they be referred to the decision of our courts? sig 

The argument, which has been offered in faver of the jurisdiction of the 
State, has in view the protection of the Indians as well as the whites. 
The regulation or prevention of trespasses among the citizens of 4 State, 
does not belong to the general government,. and certainly our courtsare 
more competent to their investigation than the marshal. 

My views in relation to the Indian tribes within the limtits of this State 
have been too frequently expressed to require repetition. The policy of 
extending our laws over them until the title to theirland should be extin- 
guishéd, I have always urged as unjust; and the failure of the government 
to comply with its obligations imposed by numerous treaties, at a period 
when their broken and dejected remnants of a -once gallant and powerful 
nation stood in the greatest need of its protection, I have ever believed 
unworthy ihe magnanimity ef the American republic. 

The Creek Indians have now by their own consent freely arid volunta- 
tily given, become citizens of Alabama, and influenced as I always have 
heen, by feelings of consideration and humanity towards them, their secu- 
rity and comfort will continue to be objects of my anxious solicitude: and 
these cannot be better accomplished than by placing drotind and among 
them a community whose sympathies are in their fayor, and which would 
not fail to protect them against lawless aggression. I, like the Indians, 
am convinced, that if the whole body of the settlers be removed, they will 
become the victims of insatiable avarice; that their property will be wrest- 
ed from them by fraud, if not by violence, and that‘in a short-while they 
will be without the means of subsistence. É ‘ 

In the present contrpversy my situation has not been free from difficulty 
andembarrassment. Yielding as I had done, for the last ten years, asincete 
and disinterested support to the distinguished citizen who now fills -the 
presidency, it was with the utmost reluctance that I felt myself constrained 
to oppose the course he had adopted. ‘The country, too, had but recently 
emerged from, the gloom of a threatened conflict with a sister State, and it 
was rencon that even a difference of opinioa with the administration 
would tend taawaken fhe fears, and alarm the apprehensions of many 
good citizens. ; A 

The suppression -of the State government, or the maintenance -of its 
laws in eight flourishing and populous counties, were: the alternatives -pre- 
sented, and I embraced that to which I was direeted by the solemn obliga- 
tions I had assumed as the chief magistrate of-one of the independent States 
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"wf this Union. Without resorting to force, which I cannot believe neces: 
sary, unless the process of our courts be altogether disregarded, I have 
maintained the integrity of these counties and kept the laws steadily in op | 
eration. i X | 
OO Widle it is unnecessary to exhort you to do nothing that will compromit | 
the dignity, honor or sovereignty of the State, I trust that a spirit of mild. | 
ness and conciliation will preside over your deliberations on this delicate 
and interesting subject. 8 aaa a

isfied that the couaty did contain, m August last, far more shite inabitants than are necessary 
for ene reprasentative by the existing ratio.

The power to regulate the conduct of our citizens, in their intercourse with eaeh 
ather; to make laws for the government of their persons, and for the protection. and 
security of their lives, liberty, property and reputation, have never been conceded 
to the general government, but were reserved to the States or to the! people. 

These constitute the essential features of State sovereignty and independence, so 
jealously, guarded when the constitution was framed, and any attempt to interfere 
with them, beyond a few specified exceptions, should be regarded as an encroachr 
ment of dangerous tendency, and subversive of the ends and purposes of our free 
institutions, ‘Take these powers from the States, and the right of trial by. jury, that 
inestimable heritage of freedom, that invincible safeguard of human liberty, would 
ston become an inconvenient and useless institution. - 

In the recent controversy with the Executive of the United States, I felt myself 
constrained to defend the rights and to maintain the principles to which I have ad- 
verted, by the high and solemn obligations of official duty; and the reflection, that, 
as yet, these objects have been accomplished, against appearances śo imposing, by 
the peaceful agency of our laws and our courts, cannot fail to inspire confidence im 
the permanency of the government, and to dispel the, cessful ex of those who 
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have supposed that it would turn out a splencid, but unsuccessful experiment. ` .

The general assembly of the State of Alabama, solemaly impressed with the mag- 
ttade of the subject, with becoming deference and respect for the general govern- 
went, but with the sincerity of a free people, cannot in duty to themselves, the peo- 
pe they represent, and a desire for the continuance of the Union of the States, avoid 
sexpression of their decided disapprobation of a bill that passed both branches of 
jar honorable body at its last session, which had for its object a division: of the nett. 
proceeds arising from the sales of the public lands among the different ‘States, in pro- 
prtion to their respective representation in congress. f A 
This general assembly views such a measure as not only subversive bf the spirit of 
Ñe constitution, but as wholly impolitic and inexpedient, For if you once establish 
ds polity of dividing the revenue as contemplated by the bill referred to, giving to 
State a definite interest in the value of the public lands, will you not place it at 
‘ce in their power to hold up those lands at-high prices, and by that means prevent 
te sale and settlement of them. And what rule of reasoning could suggest itself to 
emind of any person, that would convince them, that the lands could not be divid- 
tiout among the several States in the same ratio as was contemplated by the bill 
which your memorialists allude. Suppose this position to'be put in practice, 
iit not obvious to every one, that any and all the States in the union might become 
kad holders, and tenants in common in the State of Alabama; we cannot believe for 
imoment that the framers of the constitution ever contemplated such powers could -

of the new counties, thatthe calamity with which, at one period, they were threatened, has been 
averted, and of pride and patriotic exultation to our people, every where, that the supremacy of 
the civil aver the military author? has been sucecssfully maintained. : 

It is believed that the plan which has been adopted by the general covernment; and the exer- 
tions they are making to purchase the reservatious, will eifectnally ie any future collision. 


However this may be, it is no less the rgbt than it is the duty af the legi slature to pass all such 
laws as wil} protect the Indians in the rights which have been secured tothemby'the treaty. Laws 
should be made partigularly with a view to prevent tresspasses upon their lands, and to secure 
them against all fraudulent contracts in relation te renting and jeasing their premises. 

These people have become citizens of the State and have placed themselves under the prote&» 
tion of our laws, by their own consent, freely and voluntarily given, and we are called upon by 
every consideration of justice aud humanity, to guard them against the impositions to which they 

- will be constantly exposed, from their ancient habits and their ignorance of eurlaws.

The responsilbatity of their situation is iucreased by the reflection, that in addition to thei 
terests of au ord, 27) r ature, the honor aud dignity of the State are in an eminent degree = 
volved in the cortruversy. Every thing which relates to the Indian tribes, and their connexst 
with the State and general goveranuent, is becoming more and more interesting; and the sè 
jects now presented to tour committee, in relatión to the settlers in the new counties init 
Creek country, are of the firrt importance to every citizen of this State, and of the Uni 
States. Noless than the liver, Hberty aud property of thirty thousand persons, naw residing s 
the lands lately purchased byy the Uujted States from the Creek Indians within the limits of Als 
bama, are involved in didiculties growing out of the relations between the State and the gener 
governmeut. - 

The order of tke secretary of war, of the 20th of August last, directing the removal of the 
entire body of our white population from the ceded territory, was deeply alarming to all ups 
whom it was to operate, and the ruin and desolaticn with which that section of the State, 
threatened, ealed forth the sympathies and commiseration of pur citizens generally throught 
the “tate. The coramittee nre at a loss to perceive upon whaf grounds the order was preder 
ted, when it was apparent, that the large population which was found iu the new counties, Ls 
keen brought there by the repeated promises of the secretary of war, that they would be pet 
mitted to remain until the selections specified in the treaty of 1832, should he located. Even 
the government of the United States bad the right to remove them, the exertion of that right 
after granting the permission, should not have beeu resorted to, when the coyséquences wo 
have been so ruinous to the settlers. ` - : e , 

But the committee are fully persuaded that the act of 1407, under whieh, power is claimed? 
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apel the settlers by military force, caunot operate within the limits of a State, and that it car 
gotbe executed without encroaching upon its rightful jurisdiction. . t 

The application of military force, when the mterest~s«r the rights of an individual are in any 
respeets Concerned, is repugnuat to the vature of our free wmstithons, and never can be justified 
bot npon the most urgent and imperious nectenty. The objects of all good; governments are 
yotection and secnrity! to the people, in. their lives, property and liberty, and these,du every 
State ia the Union, have been sought to be attained by writter constitutions, aud by mild and 

yal laws. ; i 
i A government whose laws are carried mto effect without the interyention of courts, by milita-_ 
yy authority, is a despotism by whatever name it may be called: and if the general government’ 
qn! pleasure send drmed bands of soldiers amoug our citizens, with pawzrs to investigate 
heir titles to their lands, and to remove them {rom their pussession, as the chprice or tie arbi- 
rary Will of a subaltern officer may dictate aud determine, the State government is wholly in- 
competent to extend to them the protection to which it is pledged by the solfa injuuctions of 
the constitution, ani the lans madein pursuance thereof The consequences which would inevi« 
ubly result from the exercise of such power, cyueot be contemplated without feelings, of dismay 
gad alarm for the permhuency of our happy system of govermment. ` -

When the act under consideration was passed, the publie domain lay beyond the limits of 
te States, no laws would reach it but those passed by congress. and it was subject to no juris- 
diction but that of the United States. a 

Whatever regulation might be udopted in retation to the pubhe lands, aud h wever rigorously 
enforced, no collision was produced with the laws or jurisdiction of any State, and of course no 
gtouud of complaint existed. Uhe United States possessed as well the right of property as the 
tle right of jurisdiction, but the latter right, in all cases, when the territories were erected into 
Ser given up and the government thereafter occupied to the States, the relation of a 
ad holder. - R 
The Ntate has as perfect a right to tax the land of the United States as that of an individual, 
except so far as the same may have been voluntarily surrendered, and it possesses the same 
power to occupy it for public purposes, as it bas to chnvert the lands of an individual to these 
utes. f i | 
There are necessar J rights of sovercignty which canvot be restrained or controlled. The on- 
iy respect, in which the United States differ from an ordinary land holder, is in the power they 
have to make rules and regulations for the preservation of their lands, Ses put these cannot be 
tecuted so ay to impair the obligation which every State is under to its citizens’, to protect them 
their eonstitutional rights. Congress may pass laws to prevent waste upon their lands, but 
within the limits of a State,no citizen can be dealt with as 2 tresspasser until the fact of tregs-- 
pass is judicially yscertained. 

The fifth acticle of the treaty provides that all intruders shall be removed from the ceded ter- 
Story, until the land i$ surveyed, and the selections made, and also, shall in hke manner be re- 
noved from the selections affer they are located and placed in possession of the Indians for the 
term of five years. Upon this branch of the subject, the committee regret to perceive that ar- 
faments have been resorted to and grounds assumed which the secretary ofiwar disclaims. 

That officer contends that the reservations will remain public land until the expiration of five 
jears, and claims authority to remove intruders from them ander the act of 1807. The commit- 
tte are apprised, that while it will be admitted that the tracts, reserved to'the heads of Indian 
fmilics, will, after they obtain possession, he their private property, during the period of five 
years, it will be insisted that the government had the right under the treaty making power, to 
ter into this stipulation and the public faith is pledged for its faithful execution 

The doctrine that the rightfal jurisdiction of a State can be taken away ‘by virtue of a treaty 
has been so uniformly repudiated by the President. both by his deliberations and his practices, 
that it could not with any propriety be advanced by the secretary of war. |In proof of this, the 
vommittee would refer the house to many of the treaties which have been made with the Chero- 
ec and Creck Indians, solemnly pledging the government to protect them àgamst all intrusions 
and encroachments by the white people —Iin the face of all their treaties, the country has been 
submitted to the Joris ection, of the States, within wiose limits it as embraced. Before the late 
treaty with the Creeks, the Indians were entirely under the central of our Jaws, and were to all 
intents and purposes, citizens of this State. If their reservations are in pny degree their pri- 
vate property, a trespass upon any one of them presents an ordinary case! of civil injury com- 
ety hy one citizen upon another, which al] will acknowledge can be redressed alone by the 

ate courts. k 
_ That there tracts are not public land and af course not embraced hy the act of 1807, is con- 
tlusively proven by the consideration, that the government cannot in any agtion of ejectment or 
trespass, recover them of the persons to whom they are allotted Tf a tresnass be ecmmitted, : 
the right of action is in the aliottee, and not the government. If their réservatinns be public 
land, the government have the right to sel] them, and yet no one will pretend that this can be 
done, If they m embraced by tho act of 1807, tho government have the right to take posses*

If the rights of the States con be bartercd away by the president aud enre 
of the United States, in the torm of a treaty, there could have been na Chyect io inserting asy 
provisions in the constitution, imiting the gere ni government to certam speciic cbjrets, aj 
which were adopted for the security of the States and the peaple. 

According to this principle, it is perfectiy in fhe power of the president and senate of the Ua} 
ted States, to change the form of our government. Should there be a future president and ay 
ate opposed to slavery, they will have nothme te do, to zbelich it in the southern States, butts 
enter Inte a treaty stipulanan. te that effeet with treat Britain. 

That government is now engaged in a crusade, ia favor of emancipation, and wenld doabe 
ee concede to us important commercial privileges in order to accomplish so favorites 
scheme 

The committee do not deem it necessary to discugs this euhject. They have not permitted 
themselses to believe far a mument. that the house would sanction a dectrine, so utterly subver- 
sive of the government itself, and of the liherties of the American people.
